To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  qualified  to  vote  on 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years; 
to  elect  a  Town  Treasurer;  and  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission 
for  three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents  and  Commit- 
tees necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  employ  State  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books 
of  the  Town  and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  pass 
any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the 
Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
on  1959  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  Tax  Invoice. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  in  any  other  manner. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  recognize  the 
American  Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees, 
A.F.L.-C.I.O.  Union,  make  and  enter  into  collective  bargaining  con- 
tracts with  the  same  and  for  such  purpose  authorize  the  Selectmen, 


on  behalf  of  the  Town,  to  negotiate  a  contract  with  said  Union  pro- 
vided that  any  contract  negotiated  shall  be  for  the  term  of  one  year 
only  and  shall  not  exceed  the  budget  limitations  as  established  by  the 
voters  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  will  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  hold  the  polls  for  the  primary  and  biennial  elections 
hereafter  at  the  Towle  High  School  Gymnasium;  provided  such 
authority  has  been  granted  at  the  1959  meeting  of  the  Newport 
School  District. 


ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Ordin- 
ance relating  to  the  Observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  (1932),  in  the 
following  manner:  By  striking  out  the  word  "Bowling"  in  Section  1 
of  said  Ordinance  and  striking  out  the  word  "Bowling"  in  Section  2  of 
said  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

(Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  9:30  A.M.  and 
shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.M.)

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FIRE   DEPARTMENT   REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Newport: 

During  the  year  1958  the  Fire  Dept.  answered  a  total  of  102  calls, 
95  still  alarms,  seven  bell  alarms.  Two  were  false  alarms  and  three 
out-of-town  calls. 

There  was  one  child  burned  badly  and  he  died  the  next  day.  If 
there  had  been  another  exit  in  this  home,  the  boy  might  have  been 
saved.  There  are  a  number  of  homes  in  town  that  have  only  one  exit. 
I  urge  the  owners  of  these  houses  to  provide  another  way  out  in  case 
of  fire. 

Our  fire  loss  is  very  low  this  year.  I  think  the  Junior  Fire  Marshal 
promotion  scheme  put  on  by  the  Gauthier  &  Woodard  Insurance 
Agency  has  helped  a  lot,  as  the  children  go  into  their  homes  and  look 
for  fire  hazards. 

With  the  help  of  the  Civil  Defense  we  have  installed  a  generator 
capable  of  taking  care  of  our  needs  at  the  Fire  Station,  including  our 
radios,  lights,  heating  system,  etc.  Our  fire  fighting  equipment  is  in 
pretty  good  shape,  and  the  men  in  the  department  are  well  trained 
and  very  efficient. 

This  year  we  intend  to  install  two  more  fire  alarm  boxes,  one  on 
North  Main  Street  and  one  on  Cheney  Street  Extension.  We  will 
have  to  have  wire  to  extend  to  these  boxes  and  pay  for  installation. 

Again  I  want  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  the  department 
for  the  excellent  work  they  have  done  in  every  phase  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment work.  Thanks  also  for  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Manager  and  citizens  in  helping  to  keep  our  fire  losses  down.

The  usual  cemetery  work  was  carried  on  which  includes  mowing, 
raking,  etc. 

The  old  broken  cement  steps  at  Pine  St.  Cemetery  have  been 
taken  out  and  the  ground  prepared  for  new  steps  in  the  spring. 

Some  needed  equipment  was  built  by  the  Cemetery  Dept.,  thereby 
making  a  substantial  saving  to  the  town. 

There  were  68  burials  in  Newport  during  the  year.  Fifty  were  in 
Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  18  in  St.  Patrick's,  9  in  North  Newport  and 
9  and  5  in  Maple  St.  Cemetery.

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NEWPORT  HOSPITAL   REPORT   FOR   THE  FISCAL  YEAR   1958 


February  20,   1958 
To  the  People  of  Newport: 

During  1958,  usage  of  the  hospital  continued  to  rise  in  almost 
every  phase  of  the  hospital's  activities.  This  is  demonstrated  by  the 
following  statistics  with  1957  figures  in  parentheses.  Patient  days— 
7,403  (6,569);  admissions — 944  (844);  births — 117  (130);  major  and 
minor  operations — 800  (714);  outpatients  treated — 3,974  (3,475); 
x-ray — 2,146  (1,727);  and  laboratory  tests — 11,387  (9,229). 

As  you  can  see,  laboratory  tests  took  a  very  big  jump.  Parts  of 
the  increase  can  be  attributed  to  the  general  activity  increase.  How- 
ever, the  remainder  is  the  result  of  the  establishment  of  an  area 
laboratory  in  cooperation  with  the  New  London  Hospital  and  the 
Claremont  Hospital.  Having  a  pathologist  means  we  now  are  doing 
all  laboratory  tests  except  for  a  very  few  unusual  tests  requiring 
special  equipment.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  hospitals  are  able  to 
give  their  patients  better  service,  since  all  tissues  removed  can  be 
inspected  sooner  and  kept  at  the  hospital  for  future  reference. 

Last  year,  I  wrote  the  building's  wooden  facings  needed  painting. 
Part  of  the  facings  have  been  painted  and  the  rest  is  scheduled  for 
this  year.  In  addition,  the  hospital  plans  to  start  a  program  of  interior 
painting. 

The  annual  boiler  inspection  disclosed  a  warping  and  eroding  of 
the  plates.  Repairs  were  done  to  alleviate  this  condition  at  a  cost  of 
$1,200.00. 

Changes  to  the  building  resulted  in  the  erection  of  an  additional 
hallway  wall  to  reduce  the  size  of  maternity  to  enable  us  to  utilize 
two  additional  beds  on  the  medical  and  surgical  floor.  The  other 
alteration  was  the  erection  of  counters  and  shelving  for  the  area 
laboratory. 

Received  as  major  equipment  were  the  following:  a  fracture 
table,  a  bovic  cautery  machine,  an  ether-suction  machine,  two  beds, 
three  mattresses,  two  typewriters,  an  oxygen-fog  tent,  a  hemanocrit 
and  equipment,  an  auto-technicon,  two  desks  and  chairs,  a  eamua 
and  ptrolographic  equipment,  one  microscope  and  a  flame  photometer 
and  spectometer.  The  Aids  also  donated  assorted  linen  and  material. 

A  review  of  the  year  shows  an  excess  of  expense  over  income  of 
$8,194.89  as  compared  with  an  excess  of  expense  over  income  of 
$9,402.18  in  1957.  The  summary  of  operations  for  the  past  three  years 
follows.

Current 
accounts  receivable  and  those  in  a  collection  agency's  hands  totaled 
$59,103.14  at  the  end  of  the  year  or  an  increase  of  $11,602.63  over  1957. 

During  one  period  in  1958,  the  hospital  was  in  dire  need  of  nurs- 
ing personnel.  I  publicly  thank  those  persons  who  came  to  the  rescue 
for  their  kindness  and  consideration  of  others.  To  all  the  rest  of  the 
people  who  help  in  one  way  or  another — May  God  Bless  You,  Too.

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1958    HIGHWAY    DEPARTMENT   REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

During  1958  the  highlights  of  the  Highway  Department  program 
were  as  follows: 

We  sealed  with  asphalt  during  the  summer  over  thirteen  miles 
of  town  roads  and  streets. 

During  the  year  we  continued  the  use  of  Calcium  Chloride  on  the 
unpaved  roads  which  are  carrying  relatively  heavy  traffic.  About 
eleven  miles  of  roads  were  treated  with  this  material  which  does 
much  to  reduce  the  dust  nuisance. 

During  the  year  we  installed  560  feet  of  twelve  inch  drainage 
pipe  with  the  necessary  additional  catch  basins  in  numerous  bad 
drainage  locations  throughout  the  town. 

Whitcher  Road  for  a  distance  of  about  seven-tenths  of  a  mile 
was  surfaced  with  asphalt. 

Under  the  Town  Road  Aid  program  we  were  able,  with  the  Town 
and  State  funds  available,  to  grade  and  gravel  about  1.3  miles  of 
Barton  Road.  It  is  planned  to  give  this  stretch  an  asphalt  surface 
during  1959. 

During  the  year  one  of  our  older  dump  trucks  was  replaced  with 
a  new  one  and  a  sidewalk  tractor  plow  that  was  purchased  during 
the  year  is  of  great  help  in  keeping  the  sidewalks  open  during  the 
winter.

YOU   CAN    HELP    PREVENT   FOREST   FIRES 


Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are 
caused  from  careless  debris  burning — brush,  paper,  leaves,  grass,  etc. 
Most  of  them  are  started  without  the  required  permit  from  the  local 
forest  fire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires  annually 
runs  into  large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost  of  putting 
them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to  court  prosecution 
with  fines  running  as  high  as  ($200)  two-hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burning  at 
home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for  your  personal 
convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous 
inflammable  waste  material  and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate 
around  the  home  and  local  stores;  brush,  etc.  cut  on  your  property. 
Eliminate  the  hazard  of  burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — 
personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises : 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden — the  law 
requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.  Use  your  town  dump.

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SCOPE   OF    AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collecter,  Town 
Clerk,  Water  and  Sewer  Departments,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and 
Municipal  Court. 

FINANCIAL    STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  December  31,  1957 — December  31,  1958: 
(Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1957  and  De- 
cember 31,  1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated  therein 
the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $31,907.57  during  1958.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the 
budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $6,469.36,  less 
a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $2,073.06,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $4,396.30. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1958,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uni- 
form classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-l.

AUDIT   PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements 
obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records.  Accounts  receivable  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  De- 
partments were  also  verified  by  sending  notices  to  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  delinquent  lists.  The  amounts  of  uncollected 
and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  subject 
to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification 
notices. 

GENERAL   COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over 
current  liabilities)  increased  from  $61,106.99  to  $65,544.36,  during 
1958,  as  shown  herewith:

Appropriation  Overdrafts  and  Application  of  Municipal  Budget  Laws: 

It  is  noted  that  in  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31  ,1958,  there 
was  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  amounting  to  $2,073.06.  In 
other  words — total  expenditures  exceeded  total  appropriations  by 
this  amount,  as  shown  herewith:

It  is  further  noted  that  in  the  following  cases,  at  the  request  of 
the  Town  officials,  balances  of  special  appropriations  for  projects 
which  were  not  completed  during  the  year  were  allowed  to  lapse  into 
surplus  rather  than  set  up  as  appropriation  liabilities.  Had  the  latter 
procedure  been  followed  the  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  would 
have  been  increased  by  $9,767.12.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law 
(Chapter  32  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated)  application  should 
have  been  made  to  the  Tax  Commission  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Budget  Committee,  for  a  certificate  of  emer- 
gency authorizing  expenditures  to  be  made  in  excess  of  budgetary 
appropriations. 

Uncollected  Poll  Taxes — Prior  Year's  Warrants: 

Your  attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Town  of  New- 
port is  each  year  including  in  the  balance  sheet  as  asset  accounts  a 
large  amount  of  uncollected  poll  taxes  on  the  tax  warrants  of  1955  and 
years  prior  to  that,  going  back  to  1948.  As  of  December  31,  1958,  these 
amounted  in  total  to  $4,002.00.  As  most  of  these  taxes  are  probably 
uncollectible  they  should  be  abated  by  the  Selectmen  and  removed 
from  the  Collector's  warrants. 

To  include  such  worthless  assets  in  the  balance  sheets  year  after 
year  is  to  distort  the  true  financial  condition  of  the  Town. 
Unredeemed  Taxes — Sales  a/c  Prior  Years'  Warrants. 

It  is  also  noted  that  as  of  Decemer  31,  1958,  there  were  unre- 
deemed taxes  from  the  tax  sales  on  account  of  the  levies  of  1955  and 
prior  years  as  follows:

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Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  period,  in  which  the  law  provides  that 
redemptions  may  be  made  has  expired,  it  is  again  recommended  that 
tax  collector's  deeds  be  given  to  the  town  on  the  properties  repre- 
sented by  the  unredeemed  tax  liens. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town.

West  St.— 100'       1"  copper 

Services  were  laid  to  12  new  houses.  A  4"  transite  water  service 
was  installed  for  Peterson  Plastic  Co.  Old  services  were  replaced 
with  new  lines  at  34  houses.  We  replaced  67  curbstands. 

One  new  hydrant  was  placed  in  service  on  Pinnacle  Rd. 
21  new  meters  were  installed. 

The  total  feet  of  pipe  laid  in  the  ground  in  conjunction  with  the 
above  jobs  was  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF   THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

I  submit  herewith  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Enrollment 
Our  enrollment  continues  to  increase. 

Total  in  all  Schools  —  January  1,  1959  — 1,291 
Total  in  all  Schools  —  January  1,  1950  —  1,051 
We  expect  to  graduate  a  class  of  64  Seniors  in  June  and  to 
welcome  approximately  150  pupils  in  Grade  1,  next  September. 

Finances  —  School    Budget 

Slightly  more  than  one-fifth  (21.6%)  of  the  cost  of  operating  the 
schools  of  Newport  for  1959-60  will  come  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  A  break-down  of  the  sources  of  school  support  may  be 
of  interest:

The  bulk  of  the  state  funds  (76,000.)  comes  from  Equalization 
Aid — "to  equalize  educational  opportunity."  Newport  receives  the 
largest  amount  of  any  New  Hampshire  community.  (Less  than  half 
of  the  School  Districts  get  any  aid  from  this  source).  Consequently, 
we  are  expected  to  operate  our  schools  at  least  on  a  level  equal  to 
the  average  of  comparable-sized  school  districts.  This  should  show 
itself  in  terms  of  size  of  classes,  teachers'  salaries,  equipment,  supplies, 
facilities,  etc.  While  it  is  fortunate  that  Newport  receives  this  sub- 
stantial amount  of  State  Aid,  it  is  important  that  our  level  of  school 
operation  keeps  pace  with  comparable  communities  throughout  the 
state. 

Scholarship  Policy 

At  a  time  when  the  seriousness  of  purpose  of  American  educa- 
tion has  been  much  under  discussion,  the  Newport  School  Board 
adopted  the  following  policy: 

"The  enrollment  of  students  past  sixteen  years  of  age  will  be 
terminated  if  their  scholastic  record  is  not  in  keeping  with  their 
academic  capabilities."  Although  this  policy  was  only  recently 
placed  in  operation,  I  am  pleased  to  report  a  salutatory  effect.  Of

course,  the  real  test  will  come  in  the  manner  in  which  the  policy  is 
made  effective  in  the  months  and  years  ahead.  Even  though  some 
would  disagree,  it  would  seem  that  we  are  on  solid  ground  in  refus- 
ing to  coddle  and  put  up  with  the  "intellectual  loafer." 

National   Defense   Education  Act  of  1958 

Under  Title  III  of  the  above  Act,  funds  will  be  available  on  a 
matching  basis  to  local  school  systems  for  the  acquisition  of  labora- 
tory or  other  special  equipment  for  Science,  Mathematics,  or  modern 
Foreign  Language  teaching. 

A  special  article  has  been  included  in  the  Warrant  calling  for 
funds  to  take  advantage  of  this  dollar-for-dollar  matching  of  Federal 
money.  If  these  are  voted,  it  is  hoped  to  use  a  portion  to  build  up  the 
equipment  and  materials  for  adequate  science  instruction  in  the  ele- 
mentary grades  as  well  as  the  high  school.  The  needs  of  our  time 
dictate  that  children  be  introduced  to  the  ideas  of  science  and  the 
scientific  method  at  an  early  age. 

Building   Needs 

The  report  of  the  Science  Study  Committee  has  indicated  definite 
short-comings  in  our  facilities  for  high  school  science  offerings  as 
well  as  other  space  and  curricular  needs.  The  seriousness  of  our  inade- 
quate facilities  is  even  more  glaring  in  the  light  of  the  importance 
being  placed  on  adequate  science  instruction  today — especially  at  the 
high  school  level. 

An  article  calling  for  a  small  appropriation  to  provide  profes- 
sional study  and  recommendations  on  our  building  needs  is  included 
in  the  Warrant.  The  speed  with  which  we  attack  this  problem  will 
be  your  decision.

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REPORT   OF   HELPING    TEACHER 


Now  in  the  fifth  year  of  providing  services  throughout  the  five 
towns  of  this  supervisory  union,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  apprecia- 
tion to  all  in  the  schools  and  communities  served  for  the  cooperation 
and  encouragement  extended  to  me  toward  the  fulfillment  of  the 
objectives  and  responsibilities  outlined  below. 

OBJECTIVES — Directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
as  established  by  law,  the  work  of  Helping  Teacher  has  continued 
to  render  assistance  to  the  Newport  Schools  by  acting  as  helper  and 
consultant  to  the  teachers,  aiming  toward  (1)  improving  the  educa- 
tional growth  and  development  of  children;  (2)  solving  problems  of 
pupil  retardation  and  maladjustment;  (3)  bringing  resources  and 
materials  to  the  classroom. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  services  and  responsibilities  I  have 
been  happy  to  share: 

1.  TESTING  PROGRAM — Standard  test  scores,  when  coupled 
with  teacher-made  devices  for  pupil  evaluation,  are  extremely  useful 
instruments  in  providing  for  the  needs  of  youngsters  by  grouping 
them  in  separate  divisions  of  ability  or  within  any  classroom  where 
grouping  seems  desirable.  Test  scores  are  of  value  only  when  they 
are  weighed  in  the  light  of  a  pupil's  effort,  attitude,  and  behavior. 
Our  testing  program  includes: 

a.  Achievement  tests — administered  at  all  grade  levels  for  the 
entire  school  system  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  These  tests  show, 
not  only  a  pupil's  standing  in  relation  to  his  group,  but  also  in  relation 
to  the  national  norm  for  his  age  and  grade.  A  tabulation  of  these 
scores  helps  to  show  the  standing  of  a  school  system  in  relation  to 
the  national  norms,  and  give  some  idea  of  yearly  gains  on  a  school 
or  union-wide  basis. 

b.  Mental  Ability  Tests — administered  to  all  pupils  in  grades 
1,  4,  and  7,  and  frequently  to  individuals  or  small  groups.  When 
weighed  in  the  light  of  one's  achievement,  teachers  can  provide  for 
individual  needs  in  terms  of  potentialities  and  capabilities. 

c.  Special  Tests. — With  the  establishment  of  a  special  class, 
the  administration  of  psychological  tests  are  necessary  to  determine 
which  youngsters  would  profit  most  from  this  special  education. 

d.  Pre-School  Readiness  Tests. — This  year,  prior  to  the  opening 
of  school,  a  general  test  of  readiness  was  administered  to  all  young- 
sters entering  first  grade.  Although  these  results  were  not  used  to 
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set  up  special  first  grade  divisions,  they  were  of  value  to  teachers 
in  knowing  the  general  readiness  of  her  group  as  she  faced  them 
on  the  first  day  of  school.  For  the  youngsters,  it  was  their  first  exper- 
ience in  a  formal  classroom  situation,  but  with  the  reassuring  com- 
fort of  their  mothers  close  by;  for  the  mothers  and  dads,  it  was  first- 
hand experience  at  gaining  some  insight  as  to  the  many  factors 
involved  in  the  readiness  for  formal  school  experiences  in  first  grade. 
The  cooperation  of  parents  in  this  program  was  extremely  gratifying. 

2.  REPORTING  PUPIL  PROGRESS— With  the  help  of  teachers 
and  principals,  the  revision  of  report  cards  used  in  the  primary  and 
elementary  grades  has  made  for  a  more  practical  and  positive  method 
of  reporting  pupil  progress  in  both  scholarship  and  citizenship. 

3.  CLASSROOM  VISITS — These  visits  make  it  possible  to  share 
the  physical,  emotional  and  educational  atmosphere  of  the  classroom. 
Follow-up  conferences  with  teachers  are  intended  to  exchange  ideas, 
review  general  observations,  and  to  promote  improvement  of  instruc- 
tion. 

4.  RESOURCES  &  MATERIALS — These  are  essential  in  pro- 
viding enrichment  in  teaching,  with  greater  interest  and  learning 
for  pupils.  New  or  special  texts,  references,  booklists,  and  other  edu- 
cational aids  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  teachers,  helping  to 
strengthen  the  overall  curriculum.  Science  has  already  received  con- 
siderable emphasis  throughout  the  elementary  grades.  Steps  are 
now  being  taken  to  provide  better  materials  for  the  teaching  of  var- 
ious phases  of  language  in  these  grades. 

5.  AUDIO- VISUAL  AIDS— The  filmstrip  is  still  the  most  useful 
and  practical  teaching  aid  in  this  field,  primarily  because  it  is  more 
readily  available  than  the  sound  motion  picture  film.  A  completely 
revised  listing  of  filmstrips  available  to  all  teachers  in  now  in  pre- 
paration. Many  new  filmstrips,  particularly  in  science,  have  been 
added  to  our  library  this  year. 

6.  ADULT  EDUCATION  PROGRAM— Continuing  the  program 
started  last  year,  we  have  been  able  to  offer  adult  courses  in  typing, 
sewing,  and  shorthand.  Under  this  program,  courses  in  nearly  any 
field  are  possible,  providing  that  instructors  are  available,  and  that 
a  minimum  of  ten  members  enroll,  thus  keeping  tuition  costs  as  low 
as  possible. 

7.  MEETINGS  &  CONFERENCES— Whether  a  formal  staff 
meeting,  an  informal  chat  with  a  teacher,  participation  in  P-T  A  dis- 
cussions, or  attending  educational  conferences,  such  meetings  cover  a

variety  of  topics,  including  reporting  of  pupil  progress,  grouping 
advantages,  promotion  of  pupils,  tests  and  their  use,  and  many 
others — all  aimed  at  providing  the  best  education  for  all. 

8.  OTHER  AREAS  OF  WORK  have  included  conferences  with 
parents,  individual  testing  of  pupils,  assisting  teachers  with  problems 
of  keeping  school  register,  organization  of  Newport  School  Fair, 
and  other  minor,  though  important  responsibilities  of  education. 

The  realization  of  the  purposeful  goals  and  responsibilities  of 
the  Helping  Teacher  would  not  be  possible  without  the  cooperative 
spirit  of  all  teachers  and  principals  and  the  mutual  interest  in  the 
best  education  for  all.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  of  Towle  High  School. 

It  seems  proper  to  report  at  this  time  on  the  progress  made  at 
Towle  High  School  in  the  areas  we  hear  and  read  so  much  about  in 
the  present  evaluation  of  the  American  School  System. 

The  Math  Program  at  Towle  was  thoroughly  studied  and  re- 
oriented three  years  ago  so  that  the  needs  of  the  Academic  and  Non- 
Academic  Groups  are  fairly  well  met.  The  biggest  remaining  problem 
is  to  motivate  the  students  to  want  to  apply  themselves  to  the  extent 
that  is  necessary  if  they  are  to  gain  the  proficiency  required  in  this 
competitive,  technological  period. 

In  Science,  a  larger  percentage  of  the  students  are  carrying  a 
heavier  program.  The  content  of  the  Chemistry  and  Physics  Courses 
has  been  up-dated  and  enriched;  however,  much  more  should  and 
could  be  accomplished  if  more  adequate  laboratory  facilities  were 
available. 

At  present  the  Biology  classes  are  held  in  a  regular  classroom. 
This  greatly  hampers  experimentation  and  research.  One  section  of 
each  Chemistry  and  Physics  group  has  about  twice  the  number  of 
pupils  which  the  present  Lab  facilities  were  built  to  accommodate; 
and  since  more  Science  is  being  taught  in  the  Grades  and  Junior 
High  School,  we  need  to  establish  an  advanced  section  of  Senior 
Science  for  those  whose  major  interests  and  needs  are  in  this  area. 
This  would  better  prepare  them  for  the  intensified  courses  in  college. 

The  reevaluation  of  our  English  program  continued  this  year.  We 
have  required  much  more  writing  than  ever  before,  and  the  writing 
results  in  increased  research-reading.  Good  writing  is  not  easy  to 
achieve  for  it  entails  labor  and  drudgery,  and  requires  excellent  teach- 
ing, hard-working  students  and  a  good  library  of  varied  references 
and  resource  materials. 

The  addition  of  Music  Appreciation  on  a  twice-a-week  basis  has 
been  a  valuable  contribution  to  a  well-rounded,  cultural  education. 

In  keeping  with  the  increasing  emphasis  in  this  field,  the  number 
taking  language  courses  has  nearly  doubled.  Again  next  year,  we 
expect  to  have  a  sizeable  class  of  excellent  French  III  Students,  thus 
encompassing  at  least,  the  minimum  as  recommended  by  Dr.  Conant. 
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I  believe  the  final  evaluation  of  the  Newport  School  System  lies 
in  the  type  of  students  produced.  This  is  best  shown  by  looking  at 
what  happens  to  graduates.  From  the  Class  of  1958,  45%  have  gone 
on  to  further  schooling,  35%  have  entered  directly  into  employment, 
10%  have  entered  Service,  and  10%  have  married.  There  continues  to 
be  a  higher  proportion  seeking  additional  education  than  do  on  State 
or  National  averages.  Add  to  this  high  percentage  the  fact  that  few, 
if  any,  have  failed  in  this  advanced  training,  and  one  may  reasonably 
conclude  that  Newport  has  a  school  system  of  which  it  has  a  right 
to  be  proud. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  report  a  marked  improvement  in  the  behavior 
and  in  the  work  habits  of  the  students  of  Towle.  The  fact  that  the 
majority  of  students  have  met  the  increased  workload  and  upgraded 
standards  with  a  minimum  of  pretense  and  complaining  is  enough  to 
reestablish,  in  the  skeptics,  faith  in  our  young  people,  and  leave  you, 
rightfully,  their  proud  parents. 

The  increased  loads  taken  on  by  the  Towle  Staff  shows  them  to 
be  dedicated  to  the  job  of  teaching  and  to  the  welfare  of  the  youth 
they  instruct. 

This  may  sound  like  a  rosy  report,  but  let  us  not  forget  there 
is  still  much  to  be  done  if  we  are  to  maintain  the  favorable  position 
our  graduates  now  hold  in  the  competition  for  admittance  to  higher 
education  and  for  jobs.  This  good  job  started  can  be  still  better  done 
with  increased  support  from  parents  and  interested  friends  who  see 
that  students  spend  sufficient  time  studying  and  reading  to  gain  the 
knowledge,  the  work  habits,  and,  above  all,  the  desire  to  learn.  The 
degree  of  this  dedication  is  the  measure  of  our  Nation's  future  and 
the  hope  of  a  free  World. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent,  the 
Faculty,  the  Students,  and  the  interested  citizens  who  have  given 
time  and  effort  to  make  this  another  year  of  accomplishment  for 
Towle  High  School.

I  am  very  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Newport  Junior  High  School. 

On  opening  day  in  September,  376  students  entered  the  Newport 
Junior  High  School.  The  school  houses  Grade  9,  Grade  8,  Grade  7  and 
two  sections  of  Grade  6.  One  of  the  sixth  grade  sections  is  an  experi- 
mental group  made  up  of  advanced  sixth  grade  students. 

The  magazine  campaign  was  once  again  very  successful.  A  net 
profit  of  nearly  $500.00  was  realized.  These  funds  have  been  utilized 
to  buy  baseball  uniforms,  athletic  equipment,  library  books  and  other 
necessary  items  for  the  school. 

Clubs  and  organizations  which  have  been  active  this  year  include 
the  following:  Student  Council,  Photography  Club,  Chess  Club,  Glee 
Club,  Junior  High  Band  and  Cheerleaders.  The  Junior  High  Basket- 
ball and  Baseball  Teams  both  had  winning  seasons.  Intramural  basket- 
ball games  have  been  held  once  a  week. 

The  ninth  grade  students  received  several  letters  of  praise  from 
Newport  citizens  when  they  raked  and  cleaned  the  Common  last 
spring. 

The  showcase  displays  in  the  building  have  received  much  favor- 
able comment.  These  displays  have  been  prepared  by  faculty  members 
with  the  aid  of  their  students. 

Seven  large  Christmas  baskets  were  distributed  to  needy  families. 
These  baskets  were  made  up  largely  of  canned  goods  and  candies 
donated  by  the  students. 

Junior  High  Night  which  was  held  in  the  spring  was  very  success- 
ful. This  program  was  a  showcase  for  some  of  the  student  talent. 
The  Annual  Prize  Speaking  Contest  was  held  in  November. 

The  instrumental  music  program  has  been  expanded  to  include 
sectional  instrumental  lessons  for  students  during  the  school  day, 
once  a  week. 

The  school  building  has  been  used  increasingly  for  community 
activities.  These  activities  have  included:  banquets,  meetings,  baton 
lessons,  concerts  and  adult  education  classes. 
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The  athletic  field  has  been  leveled  off  and  seeded.  It  will  soon 
be  ready  for  a  full  schedule  of  athletic  contests  and  physical  educa- 
tion classes.  It  is  hoped  that  funds  will  soon  be  available  to  properly 
develop  the  field. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  spring,  as  part  of  a  science  project, 
trees  will  be  planted  on  the  banking  behind  the  school.  These  trees 
will  add  beauty  and  also  aid  in  the  prevention  of  any  possible  spring 
wash-out. 

As  of  November  1,  1958,  the  Newport  Junior  High  Cafeteria  and 
the  Richards  School  Cafeteria  became  separate  organizations.  At- 
tached to  this  letter  is  a  complete  statistical  account  of  the  Newport 
School  Cafeterias  through  October  31st  and  the  Junior  High  Cafeteria 
from  November  1st  through  December  31st. 

This  is  our  second  year  of  operation.  It  is  gratifying  to  continually 
hear  favorable  comments  on  the  school  plant  from  educators  and 
citizens  of  other  communities. 

The  success  of  any  school  depends  greatly  on  the  quality  of  its 
teaching  staff.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  an  outstanding  faculty  at 
the  Newport  Junior  High  School.  Almost  everyone  has  seen  a  teacher 
at  work  during  the  day,  but  very  few  see  the  extra  work  which  they 
must  do  at  night.  My  thanks  to  them  for  the  countless  hours  of  night 
work  which  each  of  them  must  accept  as  part  of  their  daily  routine. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  parents,  faculty,  students,  custo- 
dians and  other  school  personnel  who  have  helped  in  any  way  to  make 
this  school  year  successful.

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  principal  of  Richards 
School. 

We  are  all  anxious  to  have  children  succeed  in  school.  School 
work  is  the  most  important  business  of  the  children  in  our  care. 
Careful  home  training,  good  health,  religious  instruction,  and  a 
thorough  education  are  the  best  insurance  for  the  future  success  and 
happiness  of  our  children.  We  must  be  sure  that  they  have  these  at 
whatever  sacrifice. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  children  of  Newport  will  contribute 
toward  making  the  next  generation  a  still  better  one  than  the  genera- 
tion of  which  we  are  now  a  part. 

With  pupil  interest  extremely  high,  Richards  is  participating, 
for  the  second  year,  in  the  annual  Union  Leader  State  Spelling  Bee. 

The  first  Richards  Grade  Glimpses'  Program,  which  was  held  in 
the  Newport  Junior  High  School  auditorium,  was  highly  successful. 
An  overflowing  crowd  of  750  people  attended.  A  net  profit  of  $350.00 
was  realized.  These  funds  are  being  utilized  to  pay  for  the  purchase 
of  athletic  and  playground  equipment,  library  books,  refreshments 
for  school  parties  and  many  other  important  items  needed  by  the 
school. 

Many  new  books,  relating  to  science,  adventure  and  history,  have 
been  added  to  the  rapidly  growing  Richards  School  Library.  All  the 
pupils  of  Richards  School  have  an  opportunity  to  utilize  its  facilities. 

The  Richards  Cafeteria  is  now  operating  as  a  separate  unit  and 
serving,  on  the  average,  275  meals  per  day.  Free  lunches  and  reduced 
rates  are  given  to  those  students  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to 
eat  in  the  cafeteria.  Early  in  the  year,  a  Richards  School  Cafeteria 
Supper  was  held.  The  proceeds  from  this  project  will  be  used  as  a 
partial  payment  towards  the  purchase  of  a  mixer,  which  will  play  a 
leading  role  in  the  school  lunch  program. 

Two  classrooms  and  a  hallway  were  renovated  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  It  is  recommended  that  several  rooms  and  the  remaining 
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hallways  be  painted  this  coming  summer. 

Fire  drills  are  held  at  least  once  a  month,  and  twice  a  month 
during  good  weather.  Children  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  building 
have  used  the  fire  escape  during  fire  drills.  During  a  recent  fire  in- 
spection Richards  School  was  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  teachers,  pupils,  school  personnel  and 
citizens  who  have  helped  to  make  this  a  successful  school  year.
